the Dead, againit whom the Envy of the 
Prieſts was not ſatisfhed , but gave large 
moneys to raiſe lyes of him after his Re- 
ſurre&tion , Which were believed among 
the Jews unto this day. 

By Faith it's ſeen, how juſt and righ- 
teous the Judgement of Chriſt was againſt 
them, Who were once bidden to the Mar- 
riage Supper of the Kingdow, (who when 
all things on the Kings part were provided 
for uiem, began to make excuſes, one by 
one ; the one hanging in the Farm, the 0- 
ther in the Toak of Oxen, and the other 
taking a Wife, and could n8t come) to reject 
them all ; & if the Fews,wvho were fuſt bid- 
den, could not taſte of his Spper, becauſe 
of theſe things : wherewith can the Gez- 
tiles be found worthy, but by coming out 
of them, into the obedience of the Truth ? 
and to come out of the Earth, out of the 
High-wayes , and Hedges , and Streets, 
Where there hath been lameneſs , and 


blind- 
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blindneſs, and hardneſs of heart , which 
the Gemtzle, if he comes in,” hath not the 
VV, edding garment, and to him itwill he 
ſaid, Friend, how cameſt thou hither , not
